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NOTES FOR THE SMALL LIBRARY 


The new arrangement of books by classes seems to be 
pleasing even more people than we hoped, as we have had 
letters from libraries all the way from Maine to Califor- 
nia. If the librarians knew how those letters cheered the 
whole Booklist staff and gave a zest to the work they 
would surely think their trouble in writing them well 
repaid. 

One letter contained the criticism that the Booklist is 
not quick enough to list books on topics of current in- 
terest. For example there have been no books on the 
present war. This is true and we are sorry but can see no 
immediate remedy. Books on current topics receive first 
consideration, of course, but they are apt to be the books 
that need most comparison and judgment. Probably for 
every book on the Mexican question included there was 
one discarded and this takes time. Besides the careful 
verification of the notes about a book it must be in the 
office in time to have the copy sent to the Library of 
Congress for the catalog number. This takes more time, 
and in some cases books are received in the office too late 
- have all the work done for the next issue of the Book- 
ist. 

Two books on the war which were received too late for 
this number are J. A. Cramb’s Germany and England (Dut- 
ton, $1 net) and Hugo Miinsterberg’s The war and America 
(Appleton, $1 net) Professor Cramb was a_ historian 
equally conversant with German and English national 
ideals and institutions. In these lectures given in Febru- 
ary and March, 1913, he foretold the present crisis and 
made a reply to Bernhardi’s Germany and the next war. A 
wonderfully interesting and illuminating book. 


Professor Miinsterberg’s book, written since the war 
began is an impassioned justification of Germany’s atti- 
tude. 


How to use this Booklist 


First—Read the suggestions carefully and meditate 
thereon. If after careful meditation you have any sug- 
gestions and criticisms, do not delay, but write immediately 
to the editor. The Booklist needs your help. If you send 
the suggestion now it may be in time for consideration 
before the next issue. 


Second—Look through the index for small libraries 
and see if there are any books that will strengthen your 
collection where it is weak. Read these notes thoroughly 
—the author, the title, the publisher, the price, the number 
of pages, the note of illustration, the main note, the class 
number and the subject headings suggested. All these 
mean something in your decision. Often the title will 
give you some information that the note does not, often 
the subject headings suggested will tell you something 





































the note and title omit. We try not to duplicate informa- 
tion. If the note shows that the book will absolutely meet 
your requirements, well and good; if it doesn’t, if you 
are not sure that it is just your book why not look up that 
class in the A. L. A. Catalog, 1904-1911, or perhaps, the 
original A. L. A. Catalog? If you do not own these in- 
dispensable aids perhaps this is just the time to buy them. 
Sometimes the last good book on a subject is not the best 
all round one for your library. Takes time? Of course it 
takes time, anything that’s worth while takes time. But 
time spent in book selection is time saved in book serv- 
ice, for you not only know what you have on a given 
subject but you know why you have it. You know just 
what this particular book contributes, and it is a joy, at 
times, to casually pass on this information to a delighted 
borrower.
